CHICAGO, Sept l-(By The Associated Press)- 


Tbe United States government today was granted a tempo- 
rary restraining order against the six striking railroad 
shop crafts unions, restraining the officials and members 
from interfering in any way with the operation of the rail- 
roads and their properties. 


The order was granted by Federal District Judge 


James H. Wilkerson on application of U. S. Attorney H. M. 
Daugherty and District Attorney Charles F. Cline. 


The order will remain in force until September 11, 


pending hearing on the government's application for a 
permanent writ of injunction 


Daugherty Says N ation Is Supreme 


The attorney general addressed the court, immediately following the 


reading of the. formal complaint, read by Assistant Solicitor General Es- 
ferline. Hiii pica for the injunction, Mr. l>aiigherty said, was made neces- 
sary by the fact "that there conies a time in tlie, history of all 
nations 


when the- people must be advised whctlM-r they have a government or not." 


"The underlying principle involved in this action. Attorney General 


Haughcrty said, "is the survival and supremacy of the government of the 
United States. 


"No union or combination of unions, can. under our la«, dictate, lo 


the American union," the attorney general continued. 
"When the unions 


claim the right to dictate to the government and to d<wnin»te the American 
people and deprive the people of the necessities of life, then the govern- 
ment will destroy the union for the government of the United Stales is 
supreme, and must endure. 


Attorney General DatiRherty. disclaimed specifically, however, 
that 


(his suit was a move to break the unions, 


"Tomorrow," he continued, "it will he said by some. more, malicious 


than truthful, that this proceeding is intended as a death blow lo the 
unions. 
* * * * in my judgment this move (the injunction) is nec- 


essary for (he protection and preservation of the unions, themselves. 


To Fight Destruction Of Open Shop 


"S<> long, and to the extent that 1 can speak for the government of 


the United Stales, I will use (he power of th« government within my con- 
trol to prevent the labor unions of the country from destroying the open 
shop, 


"When a man in this country is not permitted to engage in lawful 


toil, whether he belongs to a uinon or not, the death knell to liberty will 
bo sounded, and anarchy will supercede organized government. 


The attorney general told the court that because of lawlessness and 


violence against, railroad property and railroad workers his department 
luid received urgent requests for no less than 40,000 deputy marshals to 
keep down the strike disorders. 


Already some 5,311 marshals have been H» assigned and in addition 


special service men of (he department have taken up

Governor Seeks Authority 


To Check "Coal Profiteering" 


COLUMBUS, O.( Sept. 1^(B> the 


Associated Press)—Governor Davis 
is awaitiiif an answer today from 
Attorney G«n«r»l Price as to what 
authority is vested in the state con- 
stitution enabling him to check prof- 
iteering In coal prices. The governor 
asked for a ruling on this question 
following a fruitless session yester- 
day between the state fuel adminis- 
tration and coal operators who met 
here to arrange for a fair price to be 
charged for coal mined within the 
state. 


Providing that the existing state 


laws do not provide for the curbing 
of extortionate prices, the governor 
indicated that he may call a special 
session of the state 
legislature to 


enact such laws as will carry into 


effect a set fair price that may be 
established by the state. 


Prices at the Ohio mines, it is 


said now range from $5.50 to $7 por 
ton. 
Operators demand a fair price 


of $550 per ton and say the coal sup- 
ply is governed entirely by the car 
supply, which last week was reported 
to be only 02 per cent normal. In an 
effort to arrive at some conclusion, 
George T. Poor, chairman of 
the 


Ohio Fuel Commission, said that the 
commission will concentrate all its 
efforts now on furnishing cars to the 
mines. 


At the conclusion of 
yesterday's 


meeting between operators and 
the 


Fuel Commission, the governor said 
that the operators had rejected what 
the state authorities considered a 
fair price while the coal men in turn 


asserted that the commission i's''lf 
had never agreed upon one. The op- 
erators flatly refused to' entertain 
any of the proposals put to them by 
the fuel commission nnd the failure 
of the meeting is ascribed 
to this

from preventing or attempting to prevent any person or

injunclion proceedings instituted by Attorney General Daugherty, it was 
said here today by \V. II. Johnston, president of the International Asso- 
ciation of Machinists.

largo list which the administration has already made In dealing with the 
railroad situation," Mr. Johnson said. "1 am surprised 
Mr. 
Daugherty 


isn't, attempting (o restrain the railroads instead of (he men.

ministration has done everything it could to help the railroad manage- 
ment," 


Mr. Johnston asserted that it would "take more than a mere in- 


junction suit or an injunction to prevent, the complete collapse of some of 
those railroads in the next 30 days," and added: 


"We 
shall continue with the strike, whatever happens. 
We art- 


not, afraid of any thing the. courts ca" do. Men still have some consti- 
tutional rights in America and we shall stand on them." 


Bomb Shell Effect In Capital 


Word of the court action begun in Chicago had a bomb shell effect 


among labor leaders generally and there were many expressions of 
sur- 


prise among government olVicials themselves. The ser.rct of the contem- 
plated action had been well kept and the attorney general had slipped 
out of Washington with a few of his close associates knowing of his in- 
tentions. 


At, the department of justice officials 
would 
make 
no comment 


whatever on the injunction proceedings saying the position of the govern- 
ment was set forth fully in the petition submitted at Chicago. Inquirers 
were referred also to President lfardii:g's recent address lo congress, in 
which he pledged his administration to use all the power of the govern- 
ment to maintain transportation and sustain the right of men to work." 


President Gompers of the American Federation of l-dtor. asked for 


all the details about (he Chicago proceedings 
before he was willing to 


comment, but lie indicated that the federation would set before (lie public 
before Iho, day was over its opinion of the use of the injunction in con- 
nection with a strike of the magnitude of that now in progress. 


Officials of labor organizations in the meantime pointed out 
that 


there had been "a bushel of injunctions" granted 
to railroads 
against 


local strike organizations which they asserted had in no- way 
inter- 


fered with the effectiveness of the strike. The shopmen, according to the 
labor view, are, not engaged in unlawful action and cannot IK- forced by 
injunctions to go back to work. 


.Members of the senate and house were slow to comment, hut Chair- 


man Cummins of th« senate interstate commerce committee, said he was 
one of those who had been consulted about the move. He said that in the 
present, circumstances "any move that will help keep the railroads in 
«|>era(ion lias my approval." 


With the tiling of the injunction suit in Chicago it. became known 


that the question of adopting such a, course in an effort to restore indus- 
trial equilibrium had been discussed earnestly at a cabinet meeting some 
time, ago with Attorney General Daugherty strongly favoring injunction 
proceedings and with a group of other cabinet members opposing it. 


President Harding, after liearing the arguments on both hides, de- 


cided against the tiling of such a suit at that time, and it was indicated 
today that lie had approved the attorney general's recommendation only 
after negotiations for settlement of the rail strike again 
Itid collapsed, 


while scattered cases of violence against the roads continued throughout 
the country. 


A member of the cabinet said that although the president's family 


of advisers knew of the intention of the attorney general to go ahead 
with the suit, the subject was not mentioned at the, cabinet meeting today. 
Nor would the cabinet officials or White House attaches make any com- 
ment for the present.
